MattSr of Farni Risks Established by 
Rftcbrda Kept by the Depart, 
ment of Agriculture. 


Risks lb the production of three 
great Staple crops—corn, wheat and 
oata—are greatest In the plains states, 
extending from Texas to North Da­ 
kota. This"general fact la established 
by the average deviation of the yield 
per acre from th# average yield, com­ 
puted by the bureau of crop estimates, 
Department of Agriculture, for these 
three crops for each state from the 
records of 50 yearSj, 
On the other hand, the North At­ 
lantic and the western states are re­ 
gions of comparatively low risk, or 
deviation of yield per acre from the 
average, for wheat and oats, and the 
entire Atlantic coast and the west for 
corn. 
The great corn belt, with Its enor­

JUST BURROWS OF ANIMALS 


Mystery of What Waa KlHfWn at th# 
"Devil’a Corkscrew” Hat Boon 
Conoidorod Solved. 


Of the many fossils which have 
eome out of the mountain* and plain* 
of the West, few have excited wider 
Interest than the "deviFf cortwcrow," 
found In rock* of the Miocene period, 
In northwestern Nebraska. They are 
usually white, and at and out clearly 
against the bluff background of the 
rock which incloees them, often at­ 
taining a length o£ 15 feet, with many 
twists and tunos, ending at times to 
a large bulb, with occasional aide 
passages.
